It is gratifying to see, from the 
Blue Book figures, that the Kow- 
loon-Canton Railway. continues 
to more than pay its way. For 
last year, there was.an excess of 
‘earnings over expenditure of 
$77,053.36, which ‘is quite a re- 
spectable .little sum. AIL the 
same, we shall need very many 
more successful years béfore we 
shall be able’ to say that the 


incubus of the railway -has been] ¢ 


lifted, for the capital, expenditure 
was phenomenally heavy, 80 
much so that there cannot be 
many more expensive bits of rail- 
road im the world than the 
twenty odd miles of the Britis 
section of the Kowloon-Canton 
line.

CHARGE OF MURDER. 


In the Supreme Court, this 
morning, a special sitting of the 
Criminal Sessions was held. 
before Sir William Rees Davies, 
K.C., Chief Justice. 

‘Li Heung Lang was charged 
with murders.and’ pleaded .not 
guilty. 

The Hon. Mr. « 
O.B.E.. instructed. by. Messrs. 
Johnson, Stokes, and “Master, 
defended the accused and the 


Attorney General, the Hon. Mr. 
H. E. Pollock, K.C.. instructed 
by the Crown. Solicitor (Mr. 


G.. Atbaster, 


» G. H. Wakeman) appeared on 


behalf of the Crown.

Opening the case forthe Crown, 
the” Attorney General said the 
prisoner in this case was 
‘ charged with the crime of murder 
on the steamship Telphibuis,-on 
the» High seas, somewhere near’ 
the southern end of the Red Sea, 
in the’ early morning of May 7. 
The prisoner and. a number of 

' other coolies had been «working 
‘in the Chinese labour corps 
‘on ‘the: Western front’ and 
were on the voyage back from 
France . ‘to. Tsingtau. The 
" evidence on behalf of the Crown 
would show that about two days 
* before the murder there had been 
_ some kind of a quarrel between 
the deceased and the prisoner, 
about some money and a gold ring 
andthe evidence about the time 
of the murder would also show 
that a coolie, who was near the 
piace where the prisoner stabbed 
the deceased, Was awakened by 
“the dying cries of. the wounded 
man. This coolie jumped up and 
followed the prigoner, who had a 
‘knife in his hand, to the cabin of 
Lieut. Washbrook,, who never 
. lost sight of the prisoner and who 
‘seemed to have blown a whistle. 
Another Chinese alsd followed 
. up the accused. When the 
prisoner entered Lieut. 
.Washbrook’s cabin, a light was 
turned on and the former saw that 
the man ‘had a knifein his hand. 
__A certain conversation then took 
place. Hearing the_ noise, a 
" Captain Brawn, whose cabin was 
“next to that of Lieut. Washbrook, 
came in and he took the knife out 
of the prisoner's hand.-At the 
same time he noticed that there 
were marke of blood on the knife 
and also’ on the prisoner's 
forehead and clothing. Evidence 
would also'be called to show that 
the prisoner was immediately 
examined and no wounds were 
found jon him so that the blood 
stains could not have been caused 
‘by any injury to the prisoner 
himself. It was suggested by the 
Crown that the prisoner ,had 
stabbed the deceased man and 
‘that was where the blood stains on 
the knife and on the accuséd’s 
clothing came from. With regard 
to the wounds inflicted“ on the 
_ deceased, it would -appear that 
: they were five i in number. Three 
“were only skin: deep but the 
other two were of a somewhat 
serious nature and the cause of 
death was shock and loss of 
blood. The prisoner made two 
statements. When charged in the 
charge room he said “I did not 
kil‘him. Whilst I was’ eating 
something I heard a whistle blow 
and went to ‘see what was the 
matter. People'chased me'and I 
ran. I donot know why they 
$ arrested me”. ° When the accused 
owas- committed for trial he said 

‘onthe voyage: 1 was assaulted 
“by the other man.’ The deceased's 
friends did, not want to accuse me 
-but they. talked to me quite peace- 

ably: After-his,death they-con- 
- versed, with. “me .to-, surrounder 
myself to -the captain: and after 
1. had igiven’ myself up they.

"Herr Max Warburg, announced

MacArthur, .: - English ..labour 
and j leader, made her - first public 

since her arrival in 
America at a dinner of employers 
and employees of the Greenwich 
Village district, held at Green- 
wich-House, $9 Barrow. Street, 
last night. The presant demands 
of Labour and how they might be 


met through the introduction]. 


of democratic management in 
industry was the subject. disouss- 
ed. Abram I. Elkur, chairman 
of the State Reconstruction 
Commission, was the -first 
speaker. The presiding - officer 
was Arthur A. Zinkin, head of the 
vocational department of the War 
Camp Community Service, under 
whose auspices’ the meeting was 
held. ; 

‘\Retonstruction is much too 
mild a word to use in discussing 
the situation'in England to-day,”” 
said Miss MacArthur, who was 
introduced as the leading figure 
of the women’s industrial move- 
mentin England. “We feel that 
not only the material wortd, but 
the world of ideas is jn ruins, and 
that it is not so much reconstruc- 
tion as rebuilding. all over again 
from the very foundations that we 
must get at..Labour in England 
is demanding not merely a new 
status but anew status in a new 
world,” : 

The Whitley councils, whieh 
Miss MacArthur characterized.as 
an attempt to meet this demand 
of labour by giving the workers 6 
share in ‘the fixing of the con- 
ditions of work, were, she said, 
already becoming “old-fashioned,” 
in England. English labour, she 
said. demanded more than that. 
It wants its full share in industry 
as a whole throughout the coun- 
try. 


LABOUR WANTS'FULL SHARE. 


“The Whitley councils have a 
certain danger in them,” said 
Miss MacArthur. “They would 
be. effective in a water: 
tight orggnization. They could 
be used in well organized trades |. 
as a step toward something else. 
But.they are distinctly dangerous 
in the unorganized or semi- 
organized trades. 

“The unit of the Whitley councils 
is the works committee. a tery 
different thing from the shop 
stewards committee. The shop 
steward represents his branth of 
his union in the works. He has 
behind him the centra! office of 
his trade union. Each craft has 
its shop steward in the factory, 
and these’ stewards get together 
and form. the shop committee. 
The works committee,on the othe-~ 
hand, has on one side the reprer 
sentatives of the ‘employers, and 
onthe other, men and women 
elected by the workers for all 
sorts ofreasons. The latter must 
pit their brains and wits against 
those representatives of the em- 
ployers whose job and profession 
it is to sit on this committee. 
The result is the workers cannot 
hold their own. Thay are soon 
thought to be sitting in the em- 
ployers’ pocket, and lose. ‘any 
good will of the workers which 
they may have originally had. 
It is the same danger that exists 
when any big combine gets 
together. 


THREESIDED PROBLEM. ° 


“The industrial problem.is not 
a two-sided one but a three-sided 
one, in which the state ahd the 
community are affected. The old 
idea of, leaving’ the. employer 
and employee to fight it out has 
gone by in England, as was 
shown during the war. It is the 
welfare not of a.special group bat 
of the community asa whole that 
matters, and the state must have
